19.—The Turkish 
treaty will be handed to the Ottoman 

“ delegation in Paris on May 10.. 

The Allied Premiers announced this 
decision today, and also stated that 
there was agreement on the main points 
of the treaty. Some details, however, 
etemain to be adjusted. These relate 
principally to the regulation of the use 
of the Dardanelles and the control of 
‘Constantinople. It was decided that 
Gallipoli must be occupied by the allied 
hations. * 
~ The three Premiers have also framed 
a letter to President Wilson in reply to 
‘his communication of last month -on 
the Turkish treaty. This letter has not 
‘been made public, but it is- understood

Stutz Motors Sensation .

155 SHARES SELL ON CURB 





Price Averages $700 in Quiet 
Trading—Ryan Promises 
< Statement Today. 





Brokerage houses which were in- 
structed by Allan A. Ryan to buy in the 
ghorts in the Stutz Motor corner re- 
fused yesterday to execute the orders. 
This, however, was. not known gen- 
erally until after the close of the market, 
and during most of the dayinterest ran 
high. On the Curb, however, Stutz was 
quiet, which was wholly out of keeping 


with what had heen anticipated. The 
trading Was in small volume and the 
price change wes practically nil, In all 
155 shares changed hands, the average 
price being $700 a share. * 
Filor, Bullard & Smyth, Fisher & 
Lansbury and Pearl & Co. were reported 
to be the brokers. who refused to carry 
out Mr. Ryan's ordets. — All thtee, how- 
ever, ised afiy infotniation on. the 
Stutz situation, the _reply in each in- 
stance: being that the-subject could not 
be “discussed, “Mr. Ryan: sent out word 
to reporters that-there was nothing new 
to: be said, adding that he would have a 
statement to make today.

LINCOLN, Neb., April 19.—Betting in 
the Nebraska frimary fight for Presi- 
dential preference on the Republican 
still seems to indicate success 
for Senator Johnson, according to re- 
ports received at Lincoln from the coun- 


try districts. The State managers for 
General Wood, however, say the fight 
is between Wood and Johnson, and stick 
to the claim that. Wood will obtain the 
Plurality. .Managers.for General Per- 
shing—Mark ‘and George Woods, who 
admit they” are amateurs in politics— 
predict that professional politicians will 
get the surprise of their lives and that 
Pershing will sweep the State. There 
are few observers who agree with them. 
The Bryan-Hitchcock fight for con- 
trol of the State remains close, with 
neither Senator Hitchcock nor Mr. 
Bryan overconfident. Hitchcock will 
received the State’s favor as a ‘‘ favor- 
ite son’’ candidate for the Democratic 
nomination. His real fight is to defeat 
Bryan as a delegate at large to the 
National Corvention. The issue may be 
decided by the ticket which the masses 
of the voters of German extraction in 
the country districts vote and the num- 
ber of Republican women who will vote 
in the primaries as a result of the pleas 
Bryan has made on the prohibition 
_In. these country districts, which« 
three-fourths of the vote of the Sta 
men and women will be able to vote on 
either ‘ticket they. see fit. If. a-large 
number of the voters of Géfman é€xtrac- 
tion who are usually Democrats vote 
as. Republicans in. order to support 
Johnson, Bryan will profit, and’ may 
win his fight. On the other hand, if 
Hitchcock holds these votes to the Dem- 
ocratic ranks and is able to swing them 
against Bryan @n the ‘‘ wet” issue, the 
cause of Bryan will receive a hard blow | 
and his chances of going to San Fran- 
cisco as a delegate at large will be ma- 
terially lessened. \ 

Political Leaders, Puzzled. 


None of the political leaders has been 
able to accurately gauge these situa- 
tions, and all admit that they are baf- 
fling. 

If Senator Johnson wins his fight in 
the Republican Presidential preference 
race -he will owe much of his success 
to the work done for him in the State 
by Frank A. Harrison, his State man- 
ager. Harrison, who knows almost every 
one in the State, said today he was 
convinced that ‘neither General Wood, 
nor any other candidate who represent- 
ed militarism, directly or indirectly, 
could hope to obtain the favor of the 
State. : ’ 

‘“* There was, and is now, a spirit of 
unrest in the air among the people of 
Nebraska,”” said Mr. Harrison. “ Ne- 
braska is a progressive State. The peo- 
ple were groping after something ; they 
wanted some sort of a change. They 
don’t kn just what they wanted but 
they wanted it.. I am satisfied that they 
will support Johnson.’’ 3 

Harrison, who has been in politics 
here for the better part of his life, 
started the Johnson campaign on a 
shoestring. He opened headquarters in 
shabby offices, fitted up with an old 
table, a battered typewriter and a 
couple of weary looking chairs. He got 
every farmer he could find to come and 
see the homely outfit. He talked and 
talked and visited all over the State. 
He kept Johnson out of the State until 
the very end of the fight, so he 
might truthfully say that little or no 
money had been spent on the campaign. 

When he did bring Senator Johnson 
into .Nebraska, Harrison not only ar- 
ranged meetings in the cities, but took 
‘the candidate into the country districts, 
where he would do the most good, and 
introduced him to the people as their 
best friend. Today he is smiling and 
predicting that Johnson will get more

Dr. Reiland’s Premonition. 


Dr. Reiland told friends yesterday that 
he had a premonition on Sunday, just 
before the shooting, that “‘ something 
was wrong,” and that. several persons 
asked him why he was nervous during 
the service. The rector, who was an 
eye-witness of the shooting; in telling 
his story of the tragedy. yesterday, for 
the first time, said: * 

‘*] had ordered a taxicab to wait for 
me at my home: (The rectory is next 
door to the church on East Sixteenth 
Street). I had announced that I was 
going away for a five-day vacation to 
‘my!Summer home. My secretary noti- 
fied me that the taxi was outside.

Day celebra- 
tions, ‘and le leaders of the move- 
ment were trying to organize the tenants 
throughott the city so that 1,000,000. 6f

While Mr. Hilly gives full credence to 
the information supplied to him, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would “ fizzle 
out.”” He thinks that the police and 
other authorities have the situation in 
hand, and that such a movement could 
not be developed to serious Proportions.

‘We have learned that to keep peace 
for that quarter of the human race 
which owes. allegiance to the British 
Crown imposes a heavy strain upon the 
material .and moral resources of our 
peoples. .To avoid worse evils than 
those we seek to remedy it is often 
necessary to move with slowness, al- 
ways with caution; but one thing I can 
say positively and without fear of in- 
formed contradiction, the inspiration of 
British policy during the period I have 
known it, has been, if possible, to bring 
order out of chaos, to extend the boun- 
daries of freedom, to improve the lot oP 
the oppressed, to increase the material 
prosperity of the world. , 
The Irish Question. 
““We are trying now as always to 
“meet the legitimate aspirations of the 
dependent peoples, such as“ those’ in 
India and in Egypt, so far as in our 
judgment is possible without working a 
mischief where we seek to do good.

HUDSON TUBES OPEN 
WITH FARE HIGHER 


Service Is Resumed for Afternoon 
Rush Hours and Will Be 
Continued Today. 


Operation of’ the Hudson Tubes was 
resumed -. yesterday afternoon almost 
simultaneously with an announcement 
from the officials that they had put into 
effect the increased fares authorized by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

’ Thousands of New Jersey commuters, 
hailed the resumption with satisfaction 
until they learned of the increaséd fare.

Simpkin told Assistant District Attor- 
ney William O. Shaughnessy in York- 
ville Court yesterday that he came to 
this country from England to kill J. 
Pierpont Morgan, the elder, but gave up 
his plan when he learned Mr. Morgan 
was dead. This statement gave rise to 
the report that on Sunday Simpkin had 
inquired from an usher whether St. 
George’s was the church attended by the 
Morgan family. Neither Dr. Reiland 
nor any other of the church officials had 
any information concerning this report, 
Dr. Reiland felt certain that if any in- 
quiry of such a nature had been made 
it would have been reported to him. It

Simpkin said he had escaped five times 
from insane asylums, always “at the 
psychological moment.” He escaped 
three times from the State Insane Asy- 
lum at FerguseFalls, Minn,, where he 
had transcribed Hundreds of messages 
which he said came from ‘the spirit 
world.’’ He escaped from an asylum in 
Winnipeg, where his wife had him con- 
fin and last Thursday from the Hast- 
—5 Hospital at Williamsburg, Va. 

When. transcri his narrative as re- 
lated to Mr. Dineen will take up about 
100 typewritten pages. Here is a sum- 
mary of the salient features of his 
wert ‘was born in the Borough of Bow, 
London, in 1879.

ORDER NEW TREATMENT 
OF IRISH PRISONERS 


Distinction to be Made Between 
Political Offenders and Those’ 
Accused of Crime. 


DUBLIN, April 19.—Important Gov- 
ernment regulations were issued tonight 
fully providing for the treatment of 
prisoners so as to avoid the consequences 
of friction which has heretofore con- 
stantly. prevailed. 

The matter has now been reduced to 
a detailed code. Not only are prisoners 
in preventive detention —* the De- 
fense of the Realm act and other untried 
prisoners to receive ameliorative treat- 
ment, but’ in the case of convicted pris- 
oners a clear distinction is to be made 
between men convicted of political of- 
fenses and men who, apart from poli- 
tics, have committed what are generally 
understood as crimes. This is taken to 
mark a change in the temper of the 
Castle administration.
